This  gave  the  supported  unit  wide  opera¬ 
tional  latitude  over  the  attached  battei7*  On  the  other  hand  it  was  found 
that  the  logistical  and  raaintenanoe  responsibilities  associated  with  an 
attached  status  were  not  considered  or  accepted  to  the  full  extent*  During 
Operation  CORCWADO*  the  supported  divisional  unit  did  not  provide  the  neces¬ 
sary  naintunance  support*. nor  make  air  transportation  available  to  correct 
siqpply  and  maintenance  problems*  Due  to  the  minimum  reaction  time  applied 
by  headquarters  prior  to  an  operation*  only  a  minimuip  of  coordination  be-  .
